bt e Fund for their Subſiſtence, than of the 
Decency of our fitting down contented with 
| This, as Sufficient or Satisfactory. The Wi- 
dovs are to wait many years perhaps before 
they can be admitted on the Liſt; ſo much 
more numerous are the Objects than the An- 5 
nuitfes for them: And if they can make no 
intereſt with the Court of Aſſiſtants they are 
never admitted on it at all# But when they 
are ſo fortunate as to get the annuity, What 
ds it?=--You will many of you, no doubt, be 
ſurpris d to find, that it is no more than Five 
or Six pounds a year; and that this, which 
is what we give to our poor Pariſh Widows,

| Proviſion of this fort for the Widows and 
Children of the Clergy : And yet the legal 
Maintenance of the Clergy being only for. 
their Lives, in Many Caſes but a bare Com- 
petence, in Moſt caſes not even that, it does 
not enable them to leave their F amilies i = 
ſuch a comfortable Situation, as is common-

men. The Clergy are debarr'd by their

teſtant Countries: And why this Benefit 
hold not be extended to &s Families of 
the Miniſters of the Church of England, is 
an Enquiry which every ſerious Clergyman, | 
it is thought, ſhould make, with a view that ;

But it is worth while 
to conſider before ſuch a Requeſt is made,
